Sultan a few years ago. This is "bosh!"

adopted. "'Jingo" is another Oriental

Houses of Congress remained In session 
until about 7:30 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing, and then took a recess until 3 p. m. 
The proceedings in the House were tame. 
The Senate was especially dull. Few 
spectators were In the galleries and about 
the corridors ol the Capitol, and there 
was an entire absence ot the boisterous 
and exciting scenes usually observable on 
the "last nights." 


In the House there v?as much noise at 


times alter midnight. The conference 
report on the sundry civil bill led to a 
long discussion of the Springer amend- 
ment, abolishing the fee system for the 
payment of United States Marshals. Mr. 
Springer defended his amendment man- 
fully, but finally it was defeated, a bare 
quorum voting. 


Then followed a long debate on the 


Hem in the consular bill appropriating

TIIU NEUTttALITV ACTS. 


This was advocated and opposed with 


great force and long speeches from 5 a. m. 
until 7:80 In the morning, and at the lat- 
ter, hour, when oratory and argument 
had spent themselves, there v.-erc only 
ninety-one members present and voting 
on the pending question, so a recess was 
taken until 3 p. m. 


MORNING PBOCEEDINGS. 


The sundry civil appropriation bill

SATURDAY'S OYCLONR 


Confirmation of the Worst Beporte— 


D&mige In the Oounty Placed 


at S16O.OOO. 


A number of Deoatur citizens visited 


the neighborhood of Boody on Sunday, 
and made a personal examination of the 
devastating work of the terrific cyclone 
that swept over that section of the county 
on Friday night and Saturday morning. 
The REPUBLICAN of Saturday gave the 
names of about all the sufferers, bat 
placed the damage too low. It will ag- 
gregate between 8150,000 and $200,000, 
and in many oases there was no tornado 
insurance. Dwellings were lifted oil 
their sites and literally torn to pieces, and 
bedding, clothing, furniture and stock 
feed scattered broadcast, some a distance 
of several miles. At Henry Auf terheide's 
place a scene" of pitiable desolation was 
witnessed. The once pretty home is a 
total wreck. Aufterheide was coming 
down stairs when the storm struck the 
heuse. Anfterheide.was carried into the 
air. A buggy was torn to pieces 150 yards 
distant; the family organ lit on the bug- 
gy, and Aulterheide came down on the 
organ, and a squealing hog that was tak- 
ing an excursion through the air fell on 
him. The hog fell to the ground dead. 
Anfterheide was bruised considerably and 
was a little dazed. Some distance away 
Aufterheide found his wife and infant 
child lying close to a hedge fence rolled 
up tightly in a bed quilt. Mrs. A. was 
slightly injured but the baby was unhurt. 
The Madison church is a total wreck, 
with the hymn books and testaments 
thrown about in the road. A widow lady 
living in a small house near tbe church 
had her home insured a few days ago 
with a tornado company. The cyclone 
swept over her house damaging it but 
slightly. The storm pursued a zig-zag 
course, bounding and whirling through 
fields and causing general ruin. Both of 
John Kraft's children will recover. 


The vicinity of Illiopolis was visited by 


the cyclone. The sufferers in that section 
are Samuel Hoover, M. E. Bakes Scott 
Hunter, Taylor Dickaway, James Reuoh- 
ler, George W. Constant and others. 


At Jack Coombs' place, northeast of 


Macon, the cyclone was specially furious. 
It tore tho house awny and lifted n new 
bnru 40 feet wide and GO feet long over a 
corncrib and tore it mto a million pieces 
a short distance beyond. Four horses, a 
calf and some hogs were left dead. There 
were 100 hogs in tho yard, and only four 
of the entire lot can be found. They 
were picked up and whirled awr.y. Mies 
Coombs, aged 1C years, who occupied a 
second story room in the wrecked dwell- 
ing, heard the storm ond had arisen to 
put oc a dress. She had ooe arm in a 
sleeve when one side of tho bonne wns 
tore out. Then she caught boll of tho 
door latch. A second edition of tho 
storm monster struck the house, nud her 
hold on the door was loosened 1jy the suc- 
tion of the wind. Tho honsp was blown 
oil its foundation and Miss Coombs was 
.Iropped m one corner of the cellar, where 
she was subsequently found by her 
f'lther. She was hurt about the urms 
nod spine. Mr. and Mrs Coombs escaped 
with scalp wounds and bruises about 
their limbs. Cooml s' loss cnunot betsti- 
mnted. 


The Madison church roof was lifted 


off the building and carried back op the 
route o' tbe cyclone nnd dropped in W. 
T. Mollett's field. 


At one place a Seth Thomas clock was 


found lying face upwards on a table in a 
field, stopped ot 11:.'K) o'clock. This was 
near Coombs' farm. 


Boards were driven into the ground, 


end hedge fences torn out clean and 
smooth.

got hero lost night is the lirst thing that 
reminded me cfbomo since I left I^ead- 
villo," said Captain William Kavanagh, 
on old frontiersman, scout, tiappor and 
miner, in the jotunda of the Lufoyette 
Hotel yesterday. "Of coui-se this fire 
we had up in the State wasn't a marker 
m extent to tho tires we have up Jn tha 
Rockies and Sierras, but it'a more serious 
in Its consequences. 1 see by the papers 
that there was eome loss of life and con- 
siderable toss of property, while out 
West the- only damage done is tho de- 
struction of o few tons of game " 
"Do tho Indians ever get caught?" 


was asked. 
"Yes, now and then. I remember in 


'69, when twenty-six Utes were caught 
in a tiery trap in the Bed RiYor country 
on«i only one- escaped to tell tho story, 
and he dledforty-eighthours afterwards 
If rom the buroa no had received. About 
two years later twelve red devils were 
burned to death in the Black Mountains, 
near Santa JFe, N M 
They belonged 


,to the New Mexico triboof Apaches and 
Imet their fate while- being pursued by a 
'party of "Regulators " It was said that 
'the pines were tired by Vigilants, but 
out West wo don't investigate those 
points veiy closely, when a redskin is 
concerned. 
"Tho forest fires in Colorado," con- 


tinued the Captain, "and throughout 
tho mountain ranges occur twice a year 
r—in the fall and spring. They ongi- 
Inate from various causes—sometimes 
'from a prospector's or » hunter's camp- 
iliro, but mote frequently they are iired 
jbv tho redskins, who uso tho forest for a 
'dual purpose. When at war with tho 
(whites the forests are fired to cut off tho 
'approach of tho soldiers, and in peaco 
Itho forests and prairlo grass aro often 
|set on fire for the purpose of vanning 
'out the game. 
i -In 1868 o. half-breed Indian scout 
invited me to join a party of Uto hunters 
Hu a hunt down the While River. 1 ac- 
icepted the Invitation. Our party con- 
sisted of fourteen bucks, two half-breeds 
and myself, leuppofeod, of course, thai 
wo would simply beat the woods for 
gamo. Instead of that they formed a 
circle two miles in circumference and 
Iired tho forests in sixteen different 
places oud then fought the flames along 
tho edge of tho circle. After working 
all night chopping down trees and haul- 
ing-<kcm out of So reach of tho flames 
wo <7ent into camp at the oppotlto Sido 
of tho White River and waited there, 
hungry as wolves, for the fire to die out. 
The third day we \\rappcd ourselves m 
wtt blankets and started through the 
forest of blackened and smoking trunks 
in search of our came. Within a hun- 
dred jards we began to pick up tho 
small game 
Eveiy man of us was 


ncurly starved to death, and I am free 
to say that tho best relished meal I (wcr 
ute was when I scraped a cool spot un- 
der the hot pine noodles and devoured a 
rousted woodchuck witliout salt or pep- 
per or any other of the UMial accessories. 
I suppose we piled up a ton 01 more of 
small gamo, FUCU as rabbits, squnrols 
and woodchucks, but we tramped for 
an hour before wo found any bifj game. 
Then wo found it in aheap. Iwenty 
head of dcor, » doaen or more of elk, 
two bears and a stray antelope lay dead 
along tho bed of a little mountain 
Btioom thiit ran through the binnedfor- 
ett 
A short distance beyond was the 


carcass of a female monutiun lion, \\ Inch 
had died in a\aineiTort to pave its litter 
of three cubs 


"I have been scored of big forest HITS 


compared with which these bl.i7es up in 
tho state would look liko bonlirct,, but 
tho most exciting ono occurred in Oc- 
tobe-, 1879, when tho Leadvitlo boom 
was at its height. Tho Uto war, which 
began during tho summer with tho mas- 
sacre of Bather J&eker and tho em- 
ployes of the Whjte River Agency, and 
was followed later In tho killing o 
MajorThornbcrg and his troopi, caused 
an intense excitement throjghout the 
State 
The 
farmers deserted their 


ranches and flocked into Denver and 
Leadvillo. Even the minors, who nro 
always tbo last to retroat, left their 
claims along tho range and came to 
Leadville 
This stampede was caused 


almost wholly by the forest fires which 
were raging on the ojpposite side of the 
Sierra Madro, and which were supposed 
to have been started by the Dtcs 


"One night the forests in tho direction 


of Alma were fired and ft high wind im- 
pelled the flames with almost ISghRnng 
rapidity 
towards 
Leadville 
Even 


the 
old-timers 
felt 
nervous 
and 


the town was in an uproar. 
I 


walked 
into 
the 
Windsor 
Hotel 


and there eat about twenty-live men, 
armed to the teeth with repeating 
rifles and revolvers. Miners kept flock- 
ing in from tho gulches, driven in by 
flames, which come rolling up the Ar- 
kansas Valley and down Big Evans 
Gulch. By midnight Leadville waa 
shnt in by a roaring mass of flame. 
The mountains which surrounded the 
basin in which Leadvillo nestles were 
mountains of fire. Wo were literally at 
the bottom of a burning pit. The heat 
was so Intense that it scorched men's 
faces a half-mile away from the flames. 
The Indian fighters were compelled to 
•Irop their arms and devote their atten- 
-lon towards saving the town from hre 
msteod of from tpe redskins. Many 
cabins on the outskirts of the town were 
burned, but the greater portion of the 
camp was saved 
For six weeks after- 


wards both Leadville and Denver were 
enveloped m a cloud of smoke denser 
than any that ever hung over Pitts- 
burg. During all this tune the sun 
looked like a ball of molten iron and 
tho moon like a red lamp in an apothe- 
cary's window. Millions of feet of lum- 
ber were destroyed during tho flre, as 
there ore every year along the great 
Western ranges."—Philadelphia Times.

There are 20,000 producing oil 


wellB in Pennsylvania, yielding at 
present 00,000 barrels of oil a day. 
It teqnirea 5,000 miles of pipe line 
and 1,600 iron tanks of an average 
capacity of 25,000 barrels each to 
transport and store the oil and sur- 
plus Blocks. There are now nearly 
38,000,000 barrels of oil stored in the 
region in tanks. 
This oil would 


make a lake more than one mile 
square and ten feet deep. The mon- 
ey actually invested in petroleum 
production since 1860 is estimated 
to be more than $425.000,000, of 
which $200,000,000 was capital from 
New York City. Since 1880 moie 
than $12,000,000 has been used in 
building iron tanks, and nearly as 
much in pipe-lines, all by one cor- 
poration. 
The tanks cost on an 


average $8,000 each. A 35,000 bar- 
rel is ninety feet in diameter and 
twenty-eight feet high. , There is a 
lateral pressure of 6,000 pounds to 
each square inch of a tank of this 
size when full of oil. 
There are 100 


tons of iron used in constructing 
one. 


The speculative transactions in 


petroleum represent more than $400,- 
000,000 annually. The lowest price 
crude petroleum ever brought was 
10 cents a barrel in 1S61. In 1859, 
when there was only one well in ex- 
istence—Colonel Drake's Pioneer, at 
Tilusville, — the price was $24 a bar- 
rel. Beside tho 25,000 miles of pipe- 
line in ase in the oil regions, there 
are in operation 1,200 miles of trunk 
pipe-lines connecting the region with 
Cleveland, Pittsburgh, Buffalo 
and 


New York, and lines building to 
Philadelphia and Baltimore. 
In the 


line between Olean nnd New York, 
16,000 barrels of oil are transported 
daily.

perty of the Standard Oil Company, 
except one between Bindford and 
Williainspoit, Pa

employs 100,000 men.
